France is an example. 
In 1848 a pure 
democracy

\ of prices, a ruinous load of taxation laid upon the rich for the 
p ur­ 


poses of supporting the poor in idleness. 
Such 
a system would,

twenty years, have m ade France as poor and barbarous as the Franco 
I? o N h e Carlovingians. 
H appily the danger was averted and now there 
* 
is a despotism, a silent tribune, an enslaved press, but civilization 
is 
saved. I have not the sm allest doubt th a t if wo had a purely Democra­ 
tic governm ent here the effect would be the same. 
E ither the 
poor 
| would plunder the rich and civilization would perish, 
or 
order 
and 
I property would be saved by a strong m ilitary governm ent and liberty 


I would perish. 
You may think th at your country enjoys an exemption from these 
coils. 
I will frankly own th at I am of a very different opinion. 
Your 
fate I believe to be certain though it is deferred by a physical 
cause. 
So long as you have a boundless extent 
of fertile 
unoccupied 
land, 
vour laboring people ■will be far m ore at ease than laboring people 
of the Old W orld, and, while that is the case, the Jeffersonian policy 
may continue to exist w ithout earning any fatal 
calam ity. 
But 
the 
. time will come when New England will be as thickly populated as Old 
England. 
W ages will be as low and will fluctuate as much w ith 
you 
as with us. 
You will have your M anchesters and Birm ingham «, and 
„in these M anchesters and Birm ingham s hundreds and thousands of cit­ 
izens will assuredly be som etim es out of work. 
Then your institutions 
will be fairly brought to the test. 
D istress everyw here m akes the laborer discontented and m untin- 
ous and inclines him to listen with eagerness to ag itato rs who will tell 
him th a t it is a m onstrous iniquity th a t one m an should have a mill- 
krn while another cannot get a full meal. 
In bad years there is plen­ 
ty of grum bling here and sometim es a little rioting. 
But it 
m atters 
little, fo r here the sufferers are not the rulers. 
The suprem e power 
is in the hands of a class which is, and knows itself to be, deeply in 
terested in the security of property and the m aintenance of order. Ac 
cordingly the m alcontents are gently but iirmly restrained. 
The had 
tim e is got over w ithout robbing the w ealthy to relieve the indigent 
The springs of national prosperity soon begin to flow again, work 
I plentiful, wages rise, and all is tranquillity and cheerfulness. 
I have 
seen England pass three or four tim es through such critical seasons as 
I have described. 
Through such seasons the United S tates will have 
to pass in the course of the next century, if not in this. 
How will

you pass through them ? I heartily wish you a good deliverance. 
But 
my reason and my best wishes are a t war, and I cannot help forbod 
ing the worst. 


It is quite plain th at your governm ent wili never be able 
to

strain a distressed m ajority, for with you the m ajority is the govern

rich who are always the m inority a t its mercy 
The day will come when in the State of New York a m ultitude of peo 
pie, half of whom have not had half a breakfast, and are going to have 
a half dinner, will have to choose a legislature. 
Is it possible to doubt 
what sort of a legislature will be chosen ? 
On one side is a statesm an 
preaching respect for the vested righ’s and stric t observance of pub- 
pc faith on the other is a demagogue ranting about the tyranny of cap 
Italists and usurers, and asking why anybody should be perm itted to 
triftk-xdaampagne and ride in a carriage while thousands of honest folks 
want for necessities. Which of the two candidates is likely to he 
pre­ 
ferred by a working man who hears his children cry for 
bread? 
seriously apprehend that you will, in some such season of adversity as 
I have descril>ed, do things which will prevent prosperity from retu rn ­ 
ing; th at you will act like people who would, in a tim e of scarcity, de 
vour the seed com , and thus make next year, a year not 
of 
scarcity, 
hut of absolute fam ine. 
There will be, I fear, spoliation. 
The spolia­ 
tion will increase the distress, the distress 
will 
produce 
spoliation. 
There is nothing to stop you. 
Your constitution is all 
sail 
and 
no 
anchor. 
As I said before, when a society has entered on this down­ 
ward progress, either civilization or liberty must perish. 
E ither some 
Caesar or Napoleon will seize the reins with a strong hand or your Re- 
-pufclic will be fearfully plundered and laid waste by barbarians in the 
tw entieth century as the Roman Em pire was in the fifth; with this dif­ 
ference, that the Huns and Vandals who ravaged the Roman Empire 
came from without, and that your Huns and Vandals will have 
been 
engendered within your own country by your own institutions. 
Thinking thus, of course, I cannot rank Jefferson among the ben­ 
efactors of mankind. 
I readily adm it th at his intentions were good, 
and his abilities considerable; odious stories have been circulated about 
his private life, but I do not know on what basis those stories rest and 
I think it probable that they are false or m onstrously exaggerated. 
I have no doubt that I shall derive both pleasure and inform ation 
from your account of him.

is a despotism, a silent tribune, an enslaved press, but civilization 
is 
saved. I have not the smallest doubt that if we had a purely Democra­ 
tic g o v e r n m e n t here the effect would be the same.

would plunder the rich and civilization would perish, 
or 
order 
and 
property would be saved by a strong military government and liberty 


would perish. 
You may think that your country enjoys an exem ption from these 
coils. 
I will frankly own th a t I am of a very different opinion. 
Your 
fate I believe to be certain though it is deferred by a physical 
cause. 
So long as you have a boundless extent

land,

of the Old W orld, and, while that is the case, the Jeffersonian policy 
may continue to exist w ithout cau ing any fatal 
calam ity.

seen England pass three or four tim es through such critical seasons as 
I have described. 
T hrough such seasons the U nited S tate s will have 
to pass in the course of the next century, if not in this.

bfou pass through them ? I heartily wish you a good deliverance.

my reason and my best wishes are a t war, and I cannot help forbod 
ing the w orst.
